The eastern women decided on the specifica- 
tions for the ideal man without even so much 
as consulting the western women whose hus-~' 
bands, fathers, brothers, and sweethearts were 
invited to go with them and march. 

‘Handsome men may be such a. rarity in 
New York City,” said Mrs. Catharine Waugh
